If e-cigarette product use, or vaping, is suspected as a possible cause for a patient’s
symptoms, a detailed history of the substances used, the devices used, and the sources
of the devices and substances, should be obtained, as outlined in the CDC Health Alert
Network (HAN) released August 30, 2019. Determine if any remaining products or
liquids used in vaping devices are available for testing, and ask that these be set aside.
